San Francisco. May I.—On Saturday 
two Liberty Motor seaplanes and a 
flotilla of submarine-cha s e r* from San 
Diego will stage a sham attack in Ban 
Francisco Bay on the battleship Ore¬

Washington. May 1.—Two officers 
and fourteen men of the crew of the 
American naval tug Gypsum Queen 
were drowned when that vessel struck 
a rock and sank near Arrnen Light, off 
the coast of France, on April ^*. while 
returning to Brest after assisting a 
fleet of mine-sweepers In distress. 
Three of the sweeeprs. the Courtney, 
Douglas and James, foundered during 
a sever* storm. All members of their 
crews and seventeen officers and men 
of the Gypsum Queen were rescued by 
tugs and destroyers. 

The mine-sweeping convoy was re¬ 
turning to the United Btates from 
Brest When eight hours out It en¬ 
countered severe weather and turned 
baek. Tugs and destroyers answered 
the calls for assistance, but in spite 
of their efforts the sweepers went 
down, the Courtney at 7 p.m., April 27; 
the Douglas two hours later, and the 
James at 11.14 a.rn., April 21.

A great many people appear to have a narrow 
and distorted view of the functions of the Peace 
Conference. The object of the deliberations in Paris, 
as they sec it, is merely to settle accounts with Ger¬ 
many and her allies and dispose of other questions 
without regard to their bearing on the future. Con¬ 
vinced that more world wars are inevitable because 
they canqot visualize ir world without autoerats 
armed to the teeth and bureaucrats plotting loot 
and pluuder in the corner, it does not oeenr to them 
that dealing with present exigencies is subordinate 
to the chief aim of the Conference. 

TT fhelr'ooiicepGon were correct the Peace Con¬ 
ference would be a ghastly failure, for it would 
mean that the awful agony of the last five years 
had taught no lesson and pointed no moral for 
luturc good. It would betray an absolute lack of 
understanding of what millions of men have laid 
down their lives for, of what, indeed, the Allies 
have been fighting for. The Allies did not make 
war merely to defeat the armed autocracy of Ger¬ 
many and her associates or to gratify any country - * 
territorial aspirations, but to make the world safe 
Tor democracy, not for ten or twenty years, but, if 
possible, forever. Every voncesqion from that aim 
n the peace settlement, every decision ia whieh lies 
the provocation of future wars, helps to belittle 
the sacrifices of this conflict. 

The Peace Conference has no illusion as to its 
true function. It knows its task is not to erect 
mother ramshackle structure on the old. rotten 
foundation upon which so many structures have 
oeen erected at past peace conferences, but to lay 
i new foundation in the light of dearly-bought 
experience If by ifs decision in territorial dis- 
outes nations are denied the fullest and freest op- 
sortunities for development the near future will see 
nore war and anarchy.

On more than one occasion Mr. J. W. Hays, the 
•eereta^y-treasurer of the International Typo¬ 
graphical Union, has hit out from the shoulder on 
matters of policy vitally affecting organized labor. 
A* an important executive official in one of 
the strongest anions on the North American con¬ 
tinent, his view* carry very considerable weight. 
In a circular just issued to the Typo membership 
he lays bare the motives of those propagandists 
who "are trading on the magic of the name of 'one 
big union.’ ” He deacribes them as people “who 
have nothing at atake exeept personal gain" and 
whoae chief doetrine is giveu over to the spreading 
»f discontent among labor organizations affiliated 
with national anti international unions. 

Mr. Hays emphasizes the benefits accruing to 
-raft organizations through their collective bar¬ 
gainings as sueh, and fails to find any reference* 
in the "one big union" propaganda which show- 
how it proposes to overcome otottacies attendant

**I am planning** he said, “as noon as 
my department has got all Its new 
programme from recent legislation 
well In hand. to take a month or so and 
with the assistance of the heads of my 
office arrange for the municipalities to 
be heard and new schemes for munici¬ 
pal taxation to be considered. Our ob¬ 
ject will be. to devise methods whereby 
persons who now escape the payment 
of municipal taxes are made to pay 


Vancouver, May t.—A dissenting 
opinion on industrial councils was
